OCornicularia odontella (Ach.) Rohl. Although the present species represents 
a cirumpolar distribution, being known from Europe, Siberia, and North 
America, it has been recorded from only one locality (Mt. Iide, Prov. Uzen) 
in Japan (Sato, Journ. Jap. Bot. 15: 573. 1939 and 16: 117. 1940). Two new 
localities in Japan are herewith reported for this species as follows. In these 
localities, C. odontella grows on granites in the Pinus pumila zone. 

Toyama Prefecuture: Mt. Etchusawa-dake, Tate- 
yama Mts., elevation about 2400 m, K. Yoshida 2016 (TNS) and H. Kashiwa- 
dani 13406 (TNS).
